We  miss  the  services  of  a  great 
servant  in  baptizing  if  we  fail  to 
make  use  of  suitable  music.  But 
its  proper  use  does  not  come  with¬ 
out  careful  study  and  conferences 
with  all  who  share  in  the  service. 
Suitable  hymns  should  have  prop¬ 
er  timing  and  volume.  Instrumen¬ 
tal  music  is  much  more  effective 
when  carefully  coordinated  with 
each  successive  step  in  the  bap 
tismal  procedure. 

Modern  lighting  effects  are  com¬ 
ing  into  wider  usage  in  our 
churches  today  and  that  is  as  it 
should  be.  Many  churches  are^giv 
ing  careful  study  to  the  use  of 
rheostat  controls  of  lighting  ef¬ 
fects  snd  competent  advsee  on  bal¬ 
anced  lighting  over  the  baptistry, 
especially  directed  lighting  which 
spots  the  candidate. 

Order  and  dignity  in  the  obaer 
vance  of  baptism  are  virtually  im¬ 
possible  without  the  assistance  of 
a  carefully  selected  and  well  train¬ 
ed  baptismal  committee  These 
servants  deserve  honor  on  a  par 
with  any  other  committee.  The 
personnel  of  this  committee  should 
always  include  those  who  are  sym¬ 
pathetic  and  understanding  and 
tactful  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties.  What  goes  on  back- 
stage  is  a  determining  factor  in  a 
smoothly  functioning  service,  aut 
front  These  servants  should  not 
only  be  well  trained  and  coached 
in  their  respective  assignments, 
bat  should  be  checked  on  from 
time  to  time  te  see  if  a  weak  link 
exists  anywhere  in  the  entire  pro 
cess,  including  every  single  phase 
of  the  completed  act. 

There  is  an  old  practice  fast 
fading  oot  of  the  picture  in  our 
Baptist  life.  I  refer  to  the  prac 
lice  of  having  the  newly  baptized 
candidates  reassemble  before  the 
congregation  to  receive  the  right 
hand  of  church  membership.  This 
beautiful  old  gesture  seemingly 
does  not  fit  Into  the  schedule  of

“1.  By  far  and  large  the  men 
and  women  who  attain  the  great¬ 
est  degree  of  success  are  those  who 
secured  a  college  education. 

“2.  The  surest  way  to  a  place 
of  leadership  la  by  college  train¬ 
ing  _ A  college  education  trains 

one  to  think,  to  discover  the  main 
issues,  to  reach  correct  conclu¬ 
sions. 

“3.  It  will  increase  one’a  earn¬ 
ing  capacity  as  a  rule. 

“4.  An  education  In  a  Christian 
college  usually  results  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  Christian  character. 
The  secret  of  noble  character  is 
the  cultivation  of  noble  thought. 

“5.  One  with  a  college  educa¬ 
tion  haa  resources  for  real  happi¬ 
ness  in  his  own  life.  He  has 
learned  to  appreciate  the  best 
things. 

“6.  Education  furnishes  the 
young  man  or  woman  the  finest 
preparation  for  service.”

REPORT  TO  TRUSTEES

At  the  recent  quarterly  meeting 
ef  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Mississipi  Baptist  HospiUi  t  b  e  I 
superintendent.  Mrs.  Karenax  Gil- 
foy.  Included  the  following  facta  in 
her  report. 

The  last  three  months  have  been 
the  heaviest  in  die  history  of  the 
hospital,  with  a  total  of  3.380  pa¬ 
tients  admitted.  During  that  time 
there  were  265  births  and  2.004 
surgical  procedures  (04J  of  which 
were  major  operations). 

The  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
by  September  will  have  admitted 
100  oew  students  this  year,  which 
will  be  the  largest  clast  of  student 
nurses  ever  admitted  to  the  boa 
pitai  in  one  year. 

Concerning  the  new  addition  to 
the  hospital,  two  floors  of  rooms  of 
M  beds  should  be  opened  for  use 
by  Jan.  1,  1*54.  This  will  be  quite 
welcome  space  as  the  brwpital  has 
turned  away  as  many  at  *5  peo¬ 
ple  in  ooe  day  and  nsually  keeps 
about  40  people  on  the  "call  list" 
A  definite  check  in  and  checkout 
time  has  been  established  in  order 
to  make  the  heat  ndlixatioo  of 
rooms. 

Furniture  for  each  new  room 
wU  coat  approximately  $258.  Sun 
day  school  dasset,  churches,  and 
individuals  are  nrged  to  help  pro¬ 
vide  the  coot  of  the  furniture  for 
these  rooms.

Paul  went  on  to  stress  seven 
great  sources  ef  unity:  (1)  one 
body  —  the  church,  the  members 
of  which  are  one  in  Christ;  (2)  one 
Spirit  —  by  whom  all  are  begot¬ 
ten  and  are  energized  to  do 
Christ's  will;  (1)  one  hope  —which 
Is  God's  hope  in  Christians  and 
which  unites  them  in  a  fellowship 
of  hope;  (4)  one  Lord  —  Jeans 
Christ,  who  is  supreme  for  all  and 
in  all  things;  (5)  one  faith  —  the 
common  means  of  salvation  and  of 
vital  union  with  the  Saviour;  (8) 
on*  baptism  —  the  act  of  immer¬ 
sion  symbolizing  tor  all  a  common 
experience  of  redemption;  (2)  ooe 
God  —  the  Heavenly  Father,  who 
is  over  aU  as  sovereign,  working 
through  all.  and  dwelling  in  all 
The  recognition  of  these  sources 
of  unity  win  help  Christian*  to  ap¬ 
preciate  their  oneness  in  Christ  and 
grow  in  love  tor  one  another. 

THE  FUNCTION  OF  LEADERS 
In  the  body  of  Christ  there  is 
both  unity  and  diversity.  Indivi¬ 
duals  must  grow  into  Chnstlike- 
ness  before  the  whole  body  can 
grow  up  to  the  stature  of  Christ 
God  has  given  varying  gifts  to 
men.  But  he  has  designed  that  in 
the  church  there  should  be  spiri¬ 
tual  leaders  to  instruct  and  guide 
the  Christians.
